W ith the vice presidency vacant, 


the Office of president pro tern car­ 


ries a salary of $12,000 a year, which 
is an 
increase of $4.500 over that 
now paid to senator*. 
In addition to 
this increase the occupant of the ot- 
flce haw the use of the vice presi­ 
dent's automobile. 
A new car was 
bought by the senate last year for 
Mr. Coolidge out of an appropriation 
of $0,tK)0, and this car w ill be turned 
over to the president pro tern. 
Senator Cummins was tirst elected 
to the office when the ¡Sixty-sixth cou- 
grsa convened in May, 1519, and con­ 
trol passed from the Democrats to 
the Republicans. 
At the time of his 
election it was considered probable 
that he would not seek re-election, 
but 
with 
the additional attractions, 
due to acetifc .on of 
Vice President 
Cooli<!_ 
to tn • presidency, Senator 
Cummin 
has b 
ome an active candi­ 
date. 
It is believed that he will i e- 
ceive the endorsement of the Repub­ 
lican caucus and

A t the same time the policy of pre­ 
paredness was brought into operation, 
the president’s determination to fix 
the responsibility for the failure of

The public, Mr. Coolidge in­ 
sist», shall be advised in unm istak­ 
able words where the blame rests. 
The United States coal commission, 
under Chairman John Hays Hammond, j 
worked under W’hite House orders to 
go exhaustively into this pnase of the 
question.

I. Barnabas, the Man (Acts 4:36), 
His 
original 
name 
was 
Joseph. 
When he became a Chriatlan, he was 
renamed 
Barnabas 
signifying 
the 
changa from the old life to the new. 
This was a common custom, for ex­ 
ample, Simon to Peter and Haul to 
Paul. 
The 
name 
means 
“Son 
of 
Prophecy” or '‘exhortation and con­ 
solation.” 
This shows not only the 
nature and spirit of 
Barnabas 
but 
that he possessed the gift of horta­ 
tory preaching. 
The exercise of this 
gift mude him a son of consolation. 
II. Barnabas, 
the 
Philanthropist 
(Acts 4:37). 
So fully had 4he divine love per­ 
meated the very being of Barnabas 
that seeing the need of his fellow-be­ 
lievers, 
he 
sold 
his 
property 
and 
brought the money and laid it at the 
apostles' 
feet. 
His 
generosity 
ex­ 
pressed Itself in deeds,, not in pious 
words 
and 
promises. 
He 
counts ! 
nothing his own while his brethren 
were in need. 
Ile was In no sense 
obliged to do this as there was no 
such thing in the early church as a 
binding law of a community of goods. 
Private ownership of p ro p e rs 
was 
recognized, Acts 5:4. 
III. Barnabas, the Christian States­ 
man (Acts ll : 19-30). 
The 
violent 
persecutions 
of 
the 
church scattered the disciples. 
As 
they went they preached lh*- Gospel, 
and churches were established. 
The 
most ‘Conspicuous of these was at An­ 
tioch. the capital of Syria, because It 
became the most Important center In 
the spread of Christianity. 
Every­ 
thing went well as lung as the Gospel 
message was preached to the Jews 
only. 
The Idea held among the dis 
• pies at that tittie was that the Gen­ 
tiles were excluded. 
But at Antioch 
certain of these disciples deliberately 
preached Christ among the Greeks. 
The seal of the Lord was upon this 
ministry and great multitudes believed 
aud turned to the Lord. 
The news of 
this revolutionary preaching reached 
the ears of the church at Jerusalem 
and caused not a little excitement and 
discussion, 
The church decided to 
send a committee to Antioch to look 
Into the matter.

Fortunately In this case tin v 
*ent the proper man. 
Barnabas was 
a good man and

Ghost and faith.

Good men tire quick to see 
good. 
When he came to Antioch lie 
saw the grace of (Joel and was glad.

He 
exhorted and urged them forward In 
thei4 work. 
Men like Barnabas are 
much needed today in our churches - 
men of vision and Christian courtesy 
and sympathy. 
2. Barnabas Goes After Saul (vv. 
25-26). 
The work so prospered that 
help was needed, so Barnabas went 
after Saul, 
These men had been to­ 
gether before. 
After Saul's conver­ 
sion, he came to Jerusalem and tried 
to Join himself to the disciples but 
t(a*.v were afraid of him, 
Barnabas 
befriended him 
(Acts 9:20-27). 
He 
saw that Said was really u converted 
man. 
Being a good man he could see 
there was good In Saul. 
Barnabas 
t h iim 
Introduced 
Saul 
to his 
great 
work as apowtle to the Gentiles. 
3, Disciples 
Called 
Christians 
(v. 
26). 
After a year of teaching by Baul 
and 
Barnabas, 
the 
name Christian 
was given to the disciples.

was 
associated

Baul taught the vital oneness of the 
believer with Christ so it was natural
